WASHINGTON, Feb. 22.— The 


bomb mailed to President Elect 
Roosavelt at Washington, and dis- 
covered by alert Postal workers, 
contained but one shotgun shell, 
wired with a detonator, William 
Satterfield, chief postal inspector 
revealsd today as federal investi- 
gators spread their network about 
Watertown, N. Y., the origin of 
the infernal machine. 


First reports were that several 


shotgun shells had been connected 
by a corroded wire to a detonator. 
Although the death machine was 
revealed as but a. single shotgun 
shell, firearms experts observed 
*his charge might have proven 
fatal, and cited instances. 


CAJLL SECRET SERVICE 


As soon as the bomb was dis- 


covered, postal inspectors, depart- 
ment of justice 
operatives and 


secret service men were called 
into action from Washington and 
New York City and detailed 
to 


Watertown, New York. The dis- 
covery waa made when a postal 
employe noted the brown wrap- 
pings of a small package loose 
from its cord bindings, and investi- 
gated.

I am including some seasonable

Delicious <Oaiion Chovrder 


This is old-fashioned, but as the 


recipe is given it 
incorporates 


some new cookery suggestions. 
Mince enough raw onions to make 
' two cups Melt thr=e tablespoons 


of butter, stir in the onions and 
cook together, stirring frequently 
so the onions will not brown. They 
should be on the fire for half an 
hour. Then add three quarts of 
boiling watsr, one quart (4 mea- 
suring cups) of finely diced po- 
tatoes, three teaspoons salt, half 
e teaspoon pepper, and cook slow- 
ly for an hour, stirring frequently 
Add a teaspoon of minced parsley 
and chives, and serve with hot 
buttered crackers. 


Sweet Potatoes and Bananas
